MEDICAL LATIN IS BECOM- 
ING OLD FASHIONED. 

Out of the daily bag of mail I esti- 
m&te we get half a peck of letters 
quoting what the doctor said and ask- 
ing for interpretation of the doctor’s 
occult language. On the ground that 
this is a health service we usually re- 
gret our inability to undertake the inter- 
pretation, though no narrow dictates 
of medical ethics can deter me from 
exposing sheer hokum when that 1s 
obvious. For instance, if a patient 
goes to the doctor complaining of 
heart trouble and the doctor feels his 
pulse and tells him it is cardiac dis- 
turbance. I’d just as soon inform the 
patient that he has been Lad. But 
such cases are not so common nowa- 
days as they were a few years ago, I 
do not doubt a carnation by any other 
name would smell as bad; not that I 
have anything against carnations, but 
somehow their ghastly aroma always 
gives me the _ guiltiest feeling—as 
though I should have tried some other 
treatment. 

“This is what our family doctor 
found,” writes one correspondent—

mean? e said that all her organs 
had fallen, and an operation would 
probably be necessary to give any per- 
manent relief. Patient had a major 
operation 10 years: ago and does not 
want to undergo another .... ” 

The correspondent asks whether I 
think an operation is advisable in the 
case described, and whether it would 
be a dangerous operation. These are 
questions which I can’t answer. How 
can I or any physician form an opin- 
ion of the nature or extent of the 
trouble or the advisability of an oper- 
ration without having examined the 
patient ? 

I doubt that it would help the suf-

Borah said the two men “who had 
most to do” with drafting the plat- 
form, Postmaster-General Brown and 
Secretary Mills, were openly and un- 
compromisingly for repeal.” 

ess Challenges. 

Senator Fess, of Ohio, who retired 
last week as chairman of the repub- 
lican national committee, challenged 
this statement, saying Brown was op- 
posed to repeal, but Borah insisted 
upon his point. 

“If the convention expressed the 
view of the republican party,” Borah 
said, “the party is for the repeal of

FRANCE ABANDONS PLAN 

FOR INTERNATIONAL POLICE 

GENEVA, Switzerland, June 20.— 
(?)}—France has temporarily abandon- 
ed her disarmament plan calling for an 
international police force directed by 
the League of Nations, it was learned 
today. 

American, British and French rep- 
resentatives continued their private ne- 
gotiations aimed at achieving some 
concrete result from the stalemated 
disarmament conference. 

The discussions, initiated yesterday, 
will be continued tomorrow. 

In their sessions today the conferees 
succeeded in reaehing an agreemeut 
which added the subjects of bacterio- 
logical and chemical warfare to the 
matters to be considered in these pri- 
vate discussions, 

The French plan for an internation- 
al police force, to which each nation 
would contribute men and material, 
was presented dramatically when the 
conference was getting under way last 
February. 

Now Joseph Paul-Boncour, French 
delegate, and his colleagues have made 
it clear that their government no 
longer considers it possible to obtain 
international approval of the project. 
The police force scheme was advanced 
when Pierre Laval was premier of 
France, a post now held by Edouard 
Herriot.

—may in time prove the means of 
turning the eyes of northern paper 
manufacturers to the south in their 
seurch for more ecovomical production 
methods and more convenient access 
to raw materials. 

By this action, Georgia assumes a 
leading position in forestry research 
work and has engaged in a new de- 
parture and unique pioneer activity 
for any state. Dr. Herty had long 
believed in the possibilities of south- 
ern slash pine for development of 
the pulp and paper manufacturing in- 
dustry in the south, Now he has 
witnessed the fruition of his belief. 
It has been borne out in every re- 
spect. 

The organized movement to prove 
out the commercial possibilities of 
utilizing as raw material the several 
species of pine that grow’ so pro- 
lifically in the Atlantic gulf states 
from Georgia to Texas, gives promise 
of revolutionizing the paper indus- 
try. 

Due to environment, southern pines 
grow from three to five times as fast 
as spruce in the north. For years. 
according to Dr. Herty and his asso- 
ciates, the erroneous impression has 
held that southern slash pine, on the 
whole, contained too much resinous 
matter to permit pulp manufacture 
except in connection with the sul- 
phate process. Now that the Research 
Pulp & Paper plant here has _ suc- 
cessfully demonstrated that white pa- 
per making is no longer confined en- 
tirely to the north, it is safe to pre- 
dict that a veritable “stampede” of 
large paper manufacturing plants may 
come about in the next five years. 

The erection of the plant was made 
possible by a donation of $50,000 for 
equipment obtained by Dr. Herty from 
the Chemical Foundation, Inc., and 
by an annual appropriation of $20,- 
000 from the Georgia state legisla- 
ture. The generous assistance of the 
industrial committee of the city of 
Savannah and the ‘machinery, equ!p- 
ment and supply manufacturers also 
made possible the rapidity with which 
the plant was brought to completion. 
Several mechanical problems presented 
a serious handicap before they were 
ironed out. Among them was one of 
finding a sulphite digester that would 
successfully resist the action of the 
chemicals used to reduce the south- 
ern pine to pulp in the pre-papermak- 
ing operation. Engineers were con- 
sulted and they experimented until 
the present 60-cubic feet capacity di- 
gester was perfected. This piece of 
apparatus is fabricated by a special 
process and the base metal is of 
chrome nickel. As the digester 1s 
the most important unit in the en- 
tire plant, it must be 100 per cent 
acid resisting. If it is not properly 
fabricated, corrosion will set in 
around the welded area and the life 
span of the digester will be materially 
shortened. 

In charge of the plant, under the 
supervision of Dr. Herty, will be G. 
C. MeNaughtoyv. Assisting Mr. Me- 
Naughton will be Brice Suttle. W. F. 
Allen, who will be the chemist in 
charge of the laboratory pulp and 
paper tests, has been with the bureau 
of standards at Washington. 
Osborne Jr. will be connected with 
the laboratory. He was formerly con-

December 22, Not Today, Is Provan 


To Be Longest Day of the Year 


IOWA CITY, lowa, June 20.—(#) 
Astronomy offers a braintwister for 
tomorrow, the first day of summer. 

The problem—is tomorrow or De- 
cember 22 the longest day of the year? 

Answer—December 22. 

Solution—June 21 is only the long- 
est “daylight” day of 1932, one and 
one-half seconds more from sunrise 
to sunset than today, and two seconds 
in excess of Wednesday. 

But December 22, measured from | 
noon to noon, is more than 24 hours | 
long—the excess being 30 and two-. 
hundredths seconds. That is longer . 
than any other day this year. 

Explanation—By C. C. Wylie. asso- | 
ciate professor of astronomy of the 
University of Iowa: 

“Because of the fact that we use 
mean time rather than apparent time, | 
sun noon is later from day to day by. 
about 50 seconds near the date of the 
winter solstice. In mid-November,
